The annual report of the elders of tho 
Berlin mercantile community, referring 
to extensive strikes and socialist demon- 
strations during the year 1886 in Amer- 
ica, London, Belgium and France, draws 
the inference that Germany was spared 
similar incidents largely through tho 
beneficial operation of government lugin 
lation. 

The Deutchea Tvujblatt says it has in- 
formation that Gen. Boulanger is cou 
concerned in an intrigue with the 
Kussian ambassador and that the 
Russian government, being convinced 
that Boulanger will return to power is 
bounding him on to take concerted actiou 
with Russia against Germany. The 7'ay- 
blatt predicts an early state of anarchy in 
France, and the establishment of u reign 
of terror, when, it is certain, says the 
paper, the gup on the Vosges will play the 
lole of safety, the value for which eiuei- 
genoy Germany must be ready. Latest 
advices from Alsace-Lorraine prove that 
the gap will be fully watched by during 
I ho coming manoeuvres of the Fremiti 
troops. 

It is reported the intention of the 
Catholic congress at Fuldu to reupsfi 
claims for the existence of privilegos, has 
lead to the revival of Protestant agita- 
tions against further concessions. 

Prince Bismarck will go to Kissonger 
on Monday, where ho will inwt Count 
Kalnoky and Ministers Cracilaheim and 
Lutz of Bavaria.

THEY MET IN A HOTEL. 

A Hapless New York Girl's IufHtiiatieii for 
Pranzlni, the Murderer of Marin Re- 
nault Letters from Her fonnd 
In Ills I'usueiislim. 

Nkw York, July 19. -A few months 
ago an immense sensation was caused in 
Paris by the discovery of three dead 
bodies in a handsome flat of tho Rue Mon- 
taigne, i lie of the streets leading otf the 
Champs Elysse. The victims woro Mile 
Marie Regliault, a well-known dciui-uion- 
tbiino, wlioso "protectors" wore mostly 
men of a mature, and even advanced. age; 
her maid, who slept in an adjoining room; 
and the latter's little ten-year-old daught- 
er, Marie, who was tho god -child of Mile. 
Regnault. They had all throe been 
knifed in the most scientific maimer. A 
Few days later a Levantine adventurer of 
tlio name of Pranzini was arrested at 
Marseilles with some of the jewels of tho 
dead bonne in his possession. 

CONDEMNED TO run. 

Pranzini was convicted pn- Ttremlay 
last. His trial was daily attoHdod by 
many of the most fashionable indndaines 
and domi-mondainea of Paris. On the 
last day the ComtesBg do Bourbon, 'the 
Duchess de Fitzjames, Jeanne (Jruuior, 
Mile. Rossiter Mauri and a bust of lessor 
lights in tho theatrical and musical world, 
were present, all in gorgeous toilets. Be- 
fore the jury retired Pranzini shouted: — 
"l live me death or give me liberty. 1 am 
innocent." The jury was out two hours, 
and returned ii verdict of guilty as to the 
murder of Marie Regnault and her ser- 
vant, but that the killing of the little girl 
was unpremeditated. Ho was thou seu- 
tenced to death, and rising, again criod 
out: - " I swear to God L am innocent:" 
.SIIK LOVKD NOT WI8BI.V, 

A packet of let ters found in the pos- 
session of Pranzini discloses a novel side 
pf the cliaiactcr of the American girl 
abroad. From these lcttors it appeiini 
that the writer, the daughter of a New 
Vork haulier, became acquainted with the 
plausible adventurer while spending the 
fall of I88I1 at one of the huge hotels in 
Paris. Tho aCijuairltaiico soon ripened 
into something wanner, as will ho reveal- 
ed by the passages from tho correspond- 
ence. There seems to bo no reasonable 
doubt that the murder of Marie Regnault 



was planned and executed with tho pur- 
pose of obtaining sufficient money to 
carry the Italian adventurer to Now 
York, where a joiiiig girl with more 
money than brains was waiting to throw 
herself into his arms. If, after having 
killed and robbed the young Mario, who 
had placed such trust in him, tho scoun- 
drel had not ia tho hurry of flight left 
behind him on the scene of tho murder 

A PAIH OF CUFFS 

which gave the police a clue which resulted 
in Ids arrest, thoro can bo no doubt that 
Pranzini, undor sumo other and perhaps 
more noble name, would have been an 
interesting figure in the socioty of Now- 
port and Bar Harbor this summer. 

Tho day subsoipiunt to her arrival in 
New York from Paris Miss E. writes tho 
following letter, whiuh will serve as a 
.win pie of tho rost: — 

"Uy family Is happy 
again and at home. Tli 

that some misfortune would befall us'alone 
Paris. Something indeed did befall me, and I 
aui so glad of it I Sly mother desires me to say 
that she has a very favorable opinion' of you, 
taal si>e remembers you with atreotibnatu in- 
ternet, which is very lucky, because she is a 
woman of strong prejudices. If you come here 
just aOud mu a lino, saying, '1 am ben:.' Vuu 
may then como and see my family as often as 
you wish to. 

"Tho oily ia very attractive in the winter— 
almost as nice as Paris, But New Vork is not 
so wicked, or rather so Unmoral, as Paris. The 
French, you know, trumpet their vices to tho 
world; Ave hide Din's. lake all great cities, of 
course. New York Is immoral, but the women 
are not so frivolous as tho Pitrisiemiosand there 
In much more family life. 

"Grand Dion! When 1 remember how I gave 
myself to you without, reservation oil that fatal 
day, how I plaoed myself entirely at your mer- 
cy, 1 tremble because you would never believe 
that 1 loved then for tho Ursl time, and thai 1 
was so blinded by thu love 1 bore you thai 1 
.■ould refuse nothing. I should have waited un- 
til, as you promised, you had made me your 
Wife, 1 have made a terrible mistake -that is, 
nnlnns you come to New Vork and re-assure me 
that It Is hot bo terrible after all. My mother 
i< surprised at the depth of my love for you. 
She bellov-es, however, m fatality, and thinks 
that I do well in obeying the impulses of mv 
heart. 

"You told nut, that last night we spent to 
Bother In Paris, that when you were young 
your father told you to grow up strong anil 
athletic- not to be too intellect mil, but to have 
lots of muscle and common sense. Veil also 
told uio that you were very sensitive and im- 
pressionable, and that often the least thing 
would quite upset you— a Utile nothing, about 
which most people would not think an instant. 
All this tell me Ihat you have a lollned nature, 
aud 1 do so love sensitive and impressionable 
people. 

"I recall now all the little things which 
paatod between us— oven those things which 
displeased you, my love. 1 always wear a veil 
now, and lower my eyes when men arc around 
me, fin- I wish lo koop my eyes for you alone. 
I was so glad to see that you were so s'l long and 
fe*rle*i that evening you spoke lo me of the 
enemies Uiat harassed you. 1 do not love men 
who aro all fat and flesh. 1 love manly strength 
sad common souse." 

STILL TKCSTINU. 

Miss B. 's letters follow at short inter- 
vals of throe and four days. Frotiy 
tlioiu it appears that in order to 
explain away his inability to come to 
America Pranzini had concocted a story 
to the efTet that he was detained iu Paris 
by a lawsuit in which his "whole fortune" 
was at stake. 

In December Miss Emily writes: 
"Paris Is the most vicious city in I he world; 
there Is nucha low standard of morality. There 
in one good thing about Parisians, however; 
Lhey conceal nothing. There is much deprav- 
ity aud dissipation here, but not the game hardi- 
hood in nhowu In the committing of it. Besides, 
there are many societies for the suppression of 
vice. 

"1 wLsh very much to have you leave that 
great, corrupt city. It is so full of adventurers 
of roues, of all manner of temptations. I would 
like very much to study Italian, but the accent 
Is too much for me. Hut I sing an Italian song 
every dav, in my Imagination al least, and as I 
siu(j lo t amo lanto,' 1 kiss your photograph. I 
wuut to church last Sunday and came home so 
greatly edified that my family hardly knew me.'

During the early weeks of 1887 Miss 
E. complains bitterly that the letters are 
not answered.

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AGOWZED OBSTINACY. 

^ The Times in still laboring to show that 
Coun. Higgina onco endorsed the dual 
reservoir scheme, but ignores his article, 
published on the day the votes were cast, 
tolling the ratepayers that ho scheme 
would be prepared until the loan had 
been authorized. But even if he endors- 
ed the scheme (which ho did not) the sub- 
sequent discovery that the surveys were 
incorrect and the levels wrong would have 
been sufficient excuse for a change of 
mind on the subject. For this he has 
high engineering precedent. Did not Mr. 
Bull, in the lirst or progress report, en- 
dorse thu double reservoir scheme? And 
did he not, when he had checked the sur- 
veys and ascertained that they were in- 
correct, make haste to withdraw his endorse- 
ment and now emphatically denounces the 
scheme as impracticable? The minority 
committed themselves to the Hendry 
scheme on the assumption that the levels 
were correct. Had there not been an 
error in the surveys the Hendry plan 
would have been adopted by the council; 
but there was an error ami it" proved fatal 
to the scheme. The action of the minor- 
ity in sticking to the double-reservoirafter 
the bottom had been knocked out, of it 
by Mr. Bell's second report is not evi- 
dence of consistency, [tisan unmistake- 
able sign of obstinacy, which is defined to 
be "unreasonable fixedness of purpose." 

THE CHINA*STEAMERS. 

The public were informed after the ar- 
rival of the Abyssinia, Liu- first China 
steamer, thai those following would call 
at Victoria on the inward and outward 
voyages, and taking this statement to be 
a truthful one, merchants here ordered 
goods to be shipped by her. The second 
and third steamers have passed by, and if 
something of a practical nature is not done 
•quickly by our citizens, the probability is 
that it will become an established custom 
to give Victoria the go-by. One merchant 
had prepared for shipment to .Japan a 
quantity of goods, intending to send them 
by the Canadian route, but is now inform- 
ed that he will have to pay freight to 
Vancouver and ship from that point, The 
cost is the same by the alternative routes 
and as the one by San Francisco is the 
more convenient, his imports and exports 
will hereafter go that way. There an- 
other instances where the line will lose 
considerable freight unless the the trade is 
catered for; but it would seem that the 
C. P. R. with a short-sighted policy that 
is becoming proverbial, docs not intend to 
cultivate important trade. The C. P. U. 
are, as it were, putting on the screws to 
the detriment of Victoria, and so long as 
the latter's importers will ijuictly allow it 
to be done, and give their chief freight 
trade to the company that has always been 
unfriendly to this city, we may expect 
that so long will their interests be trifled 
with. It was stated on the authority of 
Canadian Pacific officials that the China 
steamships would call here, but results 
have shown that it was not their intention 
to have them do so. If Victoria's shippers 
will act in unison and demonstrate to the 
Canadian Pacific that they will mete out 
to the latter just such treatment as they 
are given, we think that the China steam- 
ers would soon tie ordered to outer and 
clear from this port. 

BOULA NGER~AN D FEB RY . 



Two fiery Frenchmen are arranging for 
a little affaire W honneur pistol:; and 
coffee for two. Boulanger, annoyed as 
only a passionate Gaul can be annoyed, 
at some remarks detrimental to him dri 
ped by Perry, has challenged the latter 
to mortal combat, and there is but. little 
doubt that some tine morning in a 
sequestred spot, supported by their 
seconds, the pair will meet and have the 
quarrel out after the fashion most 
proved in the days of barbarism. That 
such a custom should have come down to 
our days is a matter of exceeding regret, 
for it is defensible on no ground. The 
commandment which says "Thou shalt 
not kill," is too broad, too clear and too 
just, to allow any equivocation. No man 
has a right to take, or to attempt to take 
another life. Whether the challenger or 
challenged is killed it is murder, and the 
murderer should sutler the extreme 
penalty of the law, just as common crim- 
inals do. Not so many years ago due 
were popular even in this country, but 
happily they are now of very rare occur- 
ence. This is in n large measure due to 
the law's vigilance to which the 
the rich and titled are as amenable as the 
poorest of the poor. That this state of 
things does not obtain in some countries 
ut Europe, (ierniany and Franco particu- 
larly, goes to show that the modern ideas 
which have' made the civilization of tilt) 
West what it is to-day, have not yet gain 
a foothold there. The law of Uod as w 
us of man prohibits duelling, and il it 

sad to see two such men as Ferry ant 
Boulanger, representatives each in his 
own way of a great nation, setting so bad 
mi example to the people generally, nol 
to speak of the crime they are commit 
ting in the sight of God, Mayhap M. 
Kerry will have suflicion! muidinetus in him 
to decline a challenge which by no reason- 
ing and no code of morals he is obliged to 
accept. 

RUSSIA'S UltEA'V RAILWAY. 

It is cabled that the Czar of Russia has 
set the seal of his .approval upon the great 
project to extend the Central Asian mil- 
way, which is under construction across 
the Kirghis steppes, to the Syr-Daria, and 
is projected up that river to the Russian 
military posts thereon, and to Tashkend, 
Djizad and Samarkand. Already the rail- 
way has made it comparatively easy for 
Russian armies to got down to the Af- 
ghanistan frontier, but the extension of 
the main line to and down the Amour 
valley to Vladivostock, the great Russian 
naval" station on the Pacific ocean, is a 
necessity, and its effectuation embodies 
also important results to Russian com- 
merce in Northern Asia and with China. 
Within the last twenty years Russia has 
added a territory in Central Asia con 
siderably larger than France and ( formally 
combined. The remarkable faculty for 
absorbing hostile Asiatic nations and 
tr'bos, and making thorn aids in her 
civilizing processes, is one < f the pheno- 
mena of this groat scheme of Russian 
conquest. The Russians know exactly 
how to govern their subject Asiat- 
ic peoples; they seldom seriously 
disturb native administ rat ions, and they 
consequently are seldom troubled with 
dissatisfaction or revolt. The vast central 
Asian region is kept in order by Iusb then 
Jjfty thtfniwW Russians. The extension 



of railway facilitius will, of course, Insure 
this socurity from revolt, because of the 
ease with which troops can be transported 
considerable distances. The Central Asian 
railway has been constructed over the 
most diflicult portion of the route across 
the Asiatic continent, probably; but one- 
fourth of the distance to Vladivostock has 
hardly been traversed. The proposed road 
is to pass through Kirghisk. Irknntsk and 
the other important military stations in 
Siberia, and its cost will be immense. It, 
will, in effect, give Russia the strongest 
grip on Asia, and must seriously menace 
our government. This railway will be a 
menace to Northern China, and greatly 
facilitate Russian designs on Corea. 
Whether the czar really wants Afghanis- 
tan is problematical; but the railway to 
Merv already places in his hands advan- 
tages for further conquests southward 
which we do not now possess. Our gov- 
ernment, indeed, has recognized the 
strength and meaning of Russia's move- 
ment by expediting the extension of the 
railway from the Indus valley through the 
Bolan pass to Candahar and Cabul in 
Afghanistan.

CALIFORNIA'S GOLD OUTPUT. 

The idea that the gold output of the 
state of California is decreasing is another 
of those erroneous conclusions which peo- 
ple jump at without giving due considera- 
tion to the subject. It was popularly sup- 
posed that because the United States 
circuit court had enjoined thu hydraulic 
miners from working, and the flurry in 
Comstock had ceased, the gold mining in- 
dustry woidd surely flag, and in time stop 
entirely. The mining industry in that 
slate is yet in its infancy; what we have 
known of it is not to be compared to the 
untold wealth yet to bo uncovered by the 
industrious miner. The injunction on 
hydraulickers is really a blessing in dis 
guise; it has compelled notice of lower 
grade ores and matter before considered 
almost worthless, or too poor for prolita 
ble working 5 . Men who were affected by 
the injunction have been sending in the 
tailings which were before regarded as 
worthless. These are extracting from 830 
to 8-10 a ton. When we consider that 
these men have from 5,1)00 to 10,000 tons 
of the Stuff, it will readily be seen that 
much good ore has been lying overlooked. 
Again the old gravel claims which, before 
proved satisfactorily enough, are being 
abandoned for the ledges from winch the 
auriferous rocks have been washed by the 
elements. In the Comstock mines the 
same thing is being done. Ores before 
thought to have been worked to 90 per 
cent of their value under modern improved 
machinery and processes, yield all the 
way from .'50 to 50 per cent, of good ore. 
The business of mining is rapidly becom- 
ing more scientific. Claims onco despised 
for their small ore value ate being worked 
with surprising results. The number of 
men engaged in mining is becoming larger 
every year, and though most of them pro- 
duce a comparatively small amount of the 
precious metal, yet in the aggregate the 
value annually is great, and steadily in- 
ureasing. This can be seen by the records 
of the Mint and the Selby Smelting Com- 
pany. In 1884 for the first eleven months 
of tin; fiscal year the gold coinage of tin; 
Mint was §16,913,500; in 1886, §18,917,- 
500; and m KSSti the amount was 819,- 
3-10,000. The Selby Smelting CompailJ 
handles about two-thirds of the ores used 
in the coinage. Their statistics show 814, 
813,86*2.50 for the year 188(1, and $14,- 
701,350.0-1 opto May 31st of this yuar. 
a decided increase yearly in the gold out 
put. The notion that the mining indus- 
try is retrograding has no foundation in 
fact, Further investigation will show that 
the product of the drift and gravel claims 
closed under legal restrictions is more than 
compensated for by the yield of the new 
gold quartz claims which have been open 
ed. A corresponding increase is also no 
ticeable in other ores, (lie products of 
newly discovered mines, and also of old 
mines being opened up at different points 
throughout the entire coast, all of which

Npeuks About His Trip to this Province -His 
Own mill Mr. llosmer's Movements. 

The Winnipeg Cull of tlio 2fith inat. 
nnya: — 

Hon. Thus. Whito, Minister of tho In- 
terior, who has boon spending the past 
fewibiys in Winnipeg, vqmi interviewed by 
ii Call reporter us to bis mission, eto. , oil 
Monday evening. Mr. Whito appeared 
in excellent health and speaking 'of the ob- 
ject <>f his trip sunk 

Tho ohiof object of my trip is to visit 
soinu parte of the Northwest and British 
Columbia that 1 had not, soon before ; 
among them Kamloops in British Columbia 
— a considerable settlement, ami at which 
there are some questions of interest to be 
sottlod. I also want to seo Battleford In 
relation to some matters, and had hoped 
to got to Edmonton this year, but am 
afraid I cannot accomplish both, so 1 shall, 
have to defer 'visiting Edmonton until an- 
other year. 1 have promised to spend one 
or two days in Now Westminster; but that 
is not so important as .the deputy hits 
fixed up matters in regard to tho claims 
of tho squatters in that neighborhood on 
tho whole satisfactorily. I have some 
matters to talk about with the local gov- 
ornmont of British Columbia connected 
with tho land grants, and some matters 
that remain unadjusted arising mit of the 
settlement act, and I shall have to go Uo 
Victoria on that account. My intention 
was to have gone straight through to tllo 
coast, and have made my stoppages on tho 
way back. But Mr. Burgess being hece 
on his return journey 1 stopped over to 
confer with him as to what he has bean 
doing in the Northwest and on the const. 
Wo spent the whole day Saturday -all the 
members of the land board being present 
except Mr. Aikman— in going over mat- 
tors that had been settled in connection 
with tho New Westminster and Port 
Moody Bquntters. Consequently on Sat- 
urday we did not go into town a all, except- 
ing to call upon Archbishop Tache and 
congratulate him upon attaining his sixty- 
fourth birthday. Since coming here we 
have gone through the Dominion mining 
regulations relating t<> lands in British 
Columbia, which have been considered by 
tho commissioner, the deputy minister 
and Mr. Aikman in the east. We finally 
sottlod them, and they are now ready for 
publication. 

Hon. Thomas White, Mrs. and Mias 
Bella Whito, Mr. Hosmor and Mr. Per- 
eira leave for the west this morning. 
They will proceed direct to Calgary, and 
stop over there for a day. There the car 
will be detached, and the trip through the 
Rockies made with tho freight trains, as 
Mr. Hosmer, who is inspecting the tele- 
graphs, will only bo able to proceed by 
daylight. A stop-over will bo made at j 
Banff, and probably at Glacier also, Mi'. 
White will stop in Kamloops in connec- 
tion with land matters after which he will 
proceed direct to New Westminster, Mtn. 
and Miss While going straight to Victoria. 
Mr. White will remain in New West- 
minster three days and visit Nanaimo and 
other points. He expects to return to 
Swift Current by August Kith, and will 
there leave the railroad and proceed to 
Battleford. Mr. Hosmer w ill part com- 
pany with Mr. White at New Westmin- 
ster and go overland to San Francisco, in- 
specting the Pacific postal telegraph, of 
which ho is manager.

THE OPIUM CASE. 

The Drug to lie Returned to Victoria -Probable 
Kate of the Consignor anil ilia costly 
Baggage. 

Word was received yesterday by the 
authorities that the opium fraudulently 
bonded through would be forwarded back 
lo this point. It is not yet known what 
will be the probable result ot tlie matter, 
the Act not providing any penalty for 
goods bonded in the particular way that 
the present were sent. Eur tho non- 
issuance of a manifest the act provides a 
penalty ol four hundred dollars. Some 
aro of the opinion that the crown can as- 
sume ownership of the opium, but it is 
assorted tluit the misdemeanor does not 
allow of this extreme measure. Many 
figures have been given as to the weight 
ol the shipment, Inn it is now known that 
it was 1500 pounds, which, at its whole- 
sale value here of £8 per pound, would 
make tho total value $lli,0OU. It the 
opium can be confiscated it w ill be quite 
a handsome "divvy" for thosu who can 
establish claim to having been the tirst 
to arrest its progress. 

It is thought that the scheme was not 
to allow the boxes togothruugh I o Chicago, 
but to put them off' at some station near 
the boundary and team them into Ameri- 
can territory, when they could bo easily 
taken to any point without fear ol detec- 
tion. McLean, who had them in charge, 
and wdio had bought a ticket from Ta- 
uoma to London, Out., got oil' tho train 
at Moosojaw, N. W. T., and this action 

gives color lo the theory that the opium 
was to be teamed from there Lo American 
territory, Moooojaw being sixty miles dis- 
tant from the boundary. It waa McLean 
who was iirrested in Detroit by the Ameri- 
can authorities some mont hs ago, charged 
with smuggling opium, but tho detectives 
foolishly arrested their man bofore the 
opium arrived. Asa consequence it was 
Stopped, and fchey hail not a chance to 
divide the spoils. McLean was dismissed 
and threatened lo bring suit for unwar- 
ranted detention. 

The boxes will reach this port about 
Tuesday night , and it will bo then de- 
cided what are the merits or demerits of 
the case.

ATTEMPTED MURDER.

A canoo arrived from tho west coast last 
evening, in which were two minora and 
nine Indians, two of whom aro prisoners. 
It was soon reported that the miners had 
been wounded a few days sinco, and on 
going to tho Grand Pacific Hotel, a ro- 
portor of Tins Colonist found tho report 
to bo true, and tho cases oven more sori- 
ous than first stated. H. M. Fox and D. 
W. Martin, the firmer a brother of Mr. 
David Ellis, are tho wounded men and 
thoir account of tho affair is of tho most 
startling nature. 

Tho reporter requested to see Mr. Fox, 
who related tho following facts: "We left 
Victoria on the 25th May for the west 
coast, accompanied by Mr. J. J. Hardy. 
We were in quest of quartz and by the 
2Cth instant had reached a point on the 
Magin river, a considerable distance from 
the Indian village of AhouBett. We put 
up our tent and Mr. Hardy prepared the 
evening repast, which we had scarcely 
finished when two young Indians came up. 
They stayed around for awhile, and Mr. 
Hardy having finished his work came into 
the tent. 1 had thrown myself on tho 
bod and Martin was sitting on a cracker 
box. We paid no attention to the Indians 
or their movements and thought, in fact, 
that they had gone, when all at once the 
loud report of a gun was heard anil Mar- 
tin jumped up exclaiming, "My God! I'm 
shot!" It may have been two seconds be- 
fore 1 could realize tho position. Martin 
was directly in front of mo, and just as 
ho moved round a second report was 
heard and I was shot in tho abdomen, the 
shot scattering for several inches. 1 
jumped up and ran to tho door of the 
tent and saw the Indians running in the 
direction of the river. Mr. Hardy gave 
chase but he could donothing as they got in 
their canoe and were away before he could 
reach the point where they embarked, 
about 200 yards from our camp. Hardy 
then returned to camp and on examining 
Martin and myself found that the former 
had been shot through the left shoulder, 
a slug about an inch long passing clean 
through, a quarter of an inch above the 
lung. We lay thoro through the night 
suffering horrible agonies, but at the 
break of dawn Hardy prepared for a start. 
We managed to get into our canoe and 
reached the Indian village some hours 
later, whore we told out tale. The In- 
diana eared for us, and hearing thai Mr. 
Guillod, the Indian agent, was near at 
hand, we sent for him. Upon his arrival 
he organized a band and started them 
after the would-be murderers, who wore 
captured some distance from the village. 
Pile Indiana were willing to do anything 
for us and Mr. Guillod waa kindness itself. 
After the boys were arrested he made ar- 
rangements for our transportation to Vic 
toria. The seven Indians who accompanied 
us came of their own accord. " 

Mr. Fox is seriously wounded although 
Dr. Frank Hall says he will recover. The 
wounds are very painful owing to the 
fact that considerable fevor has set in, 
duo to the exposure and lack of medical 
care. 

Mr. Martin's wounds were soon by the 
reporter mid aro also of a very serious 
nature. Not only the slug waslired from 
the gun, but seven buck-shot entered the 
shoulder, scattering all over the left side. 
Ilis account of tho dastardly attempt at 
murder is the same aa Mr. Fox's, and 
these gentlemen concur in the one opinion 
that the object of the Indians was to mur- 
der theni and then plunder the camp. 
This supposition ia confirmed by the fact 
that the Indians instead of bringing their 
canoe opposite the camp as is usual with 
them, left it, down the river about 2<M> 
yards. Mr. Martin was shot by the In- 
dian's gun while Mr. Fox's wounds were 
inflicted by hia own double-barrel breech 
loader, which he had left in the bush with 
one barrel loaded. 

The Indians were banded over to the 
police and were conveyed to the provin- 
cial gaol. They aret mere lads; the oldest 
not being over 17^vears of ago. The 
wounded men were domg well at last ac- 
counts. Five days have passed since the 
shooting occurred, and although their 
sufferings have been great they look 
well all things considered. A thor- 
ough investigation will bo held by the 
provincial authorities.

RELIGIOUS NOTES.

missionaries. 

Miss McGregor, of the Canadian Pres- 
byterian Miasion at Indole, Central In- 
dia, has just ret urned to Toronto after an 
absence iu India of ten years. 

The China mission of tho Protestant 
Episcopal Church of America has lost, its 
oldest native pastor, Kong Choi Wong. 
Ho was ordained in 1851. 

Judson's standard for missionary giving 
has not, yet boon readied. It is "every 
church iu America able to support, a pas- 
tor shall also support a missionary on 
heat hen soil." 

The American Baptist Missionary Un- 
ion's receipts for foreign missions during 
the year just closed have been $400,639; 
net gain in communicants received into 
the mission chu ches, 5, ''70. 

The total number who have signed the 
gtacoment, "We are willing and desirous, 
(iod willing, to bo foreign missionaries;" 
after the visit h of Messrs. Fornian ami 
Wilder to 1,(52 American and Canadian 
colleges, is 2,207. 

On ono occasion a negro brought, a 
handsome contribution to a missionary, 
who thought the sum presented was too 
great, for the limited means of the giver. 
Hi! mentioned his fear and received the 
reply, "Massa, the work of the Lord 
must be done, and I shall soon be dead." 

Dr. Corbetf, the Chinese missionary, 
says: "The heathen novor go to their 
i 



temples without cai tying an offering of 
some kind as a proof of heir sincerity. 
When they become Chrisiians this con- 
viction is not rooted out, but rather it is 
heightened in proportion as Christianity is 
regarded as superior to heathenism." 

At the Baptist Mission ary Society's 
station at San Salvador, special services 
were held lately with a view "to bring 
the people to a decision for Christ." The 
result was that over one hundred persons 
"gave in their names and decided for tho 
future to follow .Jesus. " Similar tidings 
now come from the Livingstone Congo 
Mission, at present carried on by the 
American Baptists. 

More than half of the three hundred 
and tifty European missionaries now in 
.South Africa are Germans. One hundred 
and tifty years ago, Geo. Schmidt signal- 
ized his release from six years' imprison- 
ment in a Bohemian gaoi by setting forth 
for Sout h Africa as a Moravian mission- 
ary. He devoted as many years to work 
for Christ as he had lain in prison for 
His name. In 1744 ho was forced to 
abandon the field. 

Fifteen years ago tho Prosbyterian 
Church was established in Mexico. There 
are now in connection with that body 89 
churches 1 , 2" ordained native Mexicans, 
ami two presbyteries, There aro in all (19 
foreign missionaries in Mexico; Cvo theo- 
logical seminaries, 48 ordained nativo 
ministers', 246 Protestant congregations, 
13,000 communicants and about 27,000 
adherents. In 1884 the population of tho 
country was 10,460,703.' 

The fortieth anniversary of tho Ordin- 
ation of Rev. Dharijibhai Naoroji took 
place recently in Bombay at the house of 
Rev. Dr. Maokichain, of tho Free Church 
of Scotland. He was one of the' first two 
Parsees to be cou 'ertod, and was baptized 
in May, 183S», amitl immense excitement 
and after a trial before the Supreme 
Court. He came over to Scotland with Dr. 
John Wilson, studied under Dr. Ohahnora 
ami was ordained at Edinburgh, Dec. the 
8th, 1846.

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IMPERIAL NFFi'IALS. 



How the Wife of the 

Been Chosen. 

The Chinese residents of this city wore 
somewhat anxiously awaiting thu arrival 
of news rotating to the approaching nup- 
tials of Mis Imperial Majesty Kwong 
Suey, "Son <>f Heaven" and "Lord of Ten 
Thousand Years," etc. A dispatch receiv- 
ed in this city yesterday announced that 
a bride had been selected for, the young 
Emperor, and that 85,000,000 would bo 
expended in the celebration of the most 
auspicious event. 

As soon as it becomes known when the 
Imperial affair will take place the Em- 
peror's wealthy and loyal citizens of this 
city will prepare for the proper observance 
of the ovont. » The day will bo made a 
• holiday, the drag 011 A U S be tloated, 
feasting made the order of business, and 
perhaps a procession and other exercises 
will be hold. But as yet the date of the 
marriage remains with the fates, which 
the astrologers of the Empire must divine. 

The first ceremony of betrothal lias now 
been obsorved. Thi3 is the choice of the 
bride. A Chinese Empress is not chosen 
for nobility of family or reputation, al- 
though generally she is taken from the 
nobility. Her personal beauty is the al- 
most exclusive requirement. The mother 
of Hien Fung, a former Empre s, kept a 
fruit stall. The Emperor himself has 
nothing whatever to do with the selection 
of the Empress. The present Empress 
dowager, who is a very able woman and 
who has reigned as regent, some time 
since issued an edict through thePekin 
Gazette that the Emperor should marry, 
and set a date when a reception should be 
held to all candidates for the high honor. 
On the appointed day the Mongolian pa- 
pas and mammas took their fairest daugh- 
ters to the Empress' palace. The Empress, 
with her ladies, then chose the handsom- 
est virgins. She should be Empress. Hut 
the Emperor is also enlitled to eight 
Queens. Consequently eight other hand- 
si mie virgins were chosen to till these high 
offices. The personality of those selections 
has not reached this city, but the next 
mail is expected to furnish I lie particulars. 
It is now the duty of the Imperial Hoard 
of Astrologers to consult the stars and de- 
termine the lucky day when, if the marri- 
age takes place, all will he well. If it does 
not go well all will go wrong With the as- 
trologers. They are consequently very 
careful, and consult the stars and various 
deities favorable to matrimony. The date 
of the marriage being discovered, other 
ceremonies ensue, such as the presenta- 
tion of 100 cakes to the Empress-elect. 
If the, Emperor should die before the wed 
ding takes place, it would lie quite the 
proper thing for the flame to commit sui- 
cide. At any rate she must go and live at 
the palace anil remain a virgin.

THE IDEAL 11U.ME. 

New ideas in hpuse-f urnishing nre con- 
tinually tirBppihg out, many Of which sug 
gest. the happy possibility of making home 
pretty and comfortable without having a 
mint of money to fall back upon, One of 
these described in the current number of 
Demorest't) strikes me as being wonderful- 
ly artistic, and at very small cost. It is a 
bedioom set made of pine and painted 
simply creamy white. The const ruction as 
shown by the illustrations is exceedingly 

simple, and might be easily copied by any j and week out by harrow ii 
ordinary carpenter. The bedstead is made 
of square beams of pine, about tive inches 
thick, neatly mortised together. It is low, 
the footposts extending but a little above 
the mattress and other furnishings. From 
the headposts springs a framework of 
lighter wood to form a canopy for the sup- 
port, of a cheese-cloth or similar fabric 
drapery. The crazy-cloth answers this 
purpose admirably, is very cheap, and 
comes in a variety of delicate colors. It 
should be simply hemmed. There is no 
use of slats in this primitive looking bed- 
stead if the spring be of the kind that is 
bound together underneath. This arrange- 
ment, does away with the slat support, run 
nine along the side of tin- bed, which af- 
fords such aii excellent Bupport for dust 
and — . 

The wash-stand to accompany this bed- 
stead should he square, with a single door, 
which hides the shelf underneath, or there 
may be a shelf below the top and a short- 
er door below that. This is a matter of 
taste and convenience. The dressing table 
is scarcely more than a kitchen-table, 
with square, plain legs ami an oblong 
square mirror extending almost its entire 
length. 

This ideal set was painted by t he fan- 
hands of the owner; the bed with a con- 
tinuous pattern of [link poppies, emblem- 
atic of sloop; the wash stands with the lo- 
tus flower and leaf and the toilet table 
with honeysuckle, emblem of ease. It was 
placed in a room where the prevailing 
tint, was pink, of that peculiar shade 
known as Oriental or "tempered." The 
doors wore framed with a border which is 



very cheap, simple one is of pretty sprig- 
ged muslin mounted on a clothes-horse. 
The material should, bo slightly shirred. 
Another, almost as easily made, iB of 
oo/irse linen of any chosen color with the 
design etched upon it with washable silka. 
A clothesh-orso may also be used as the 
frame for this, but a frame made for the 
purpose, the panels joined l>3 r brass hinges, 
will do bettor and not, cost much more. 
Finer screens, hut still in expensive and 
painted on various fabrics Liiicrustra 1 - 
Walton also makes a c-uod screen panel; 
In using for a screen any materia] that is 
to be washed a very good plan is to work 
eyelets along the edge where it is to be 
tacked, and thus avoid the ugly marks of 
the tacks, which are sure to show even 
after it has boon laundered. Coarse, open 
canvas, with a simple design painted 
broadly upon it, makes an effective screen 
panel. 

Window shades of the same material, 
treated in the same way, are also exceed- 
ingly quaintand pretty. The design should, 
however, bo on the lowor half of the 
shade, or a cut into effect will be produced 
whenever the shade shall have been rolled 
half way up. To avoid the bare appear- 
ance of the upper half of the shade a 
frieze may bo painted across the upper 
part, corresponding with a dado across 
the lowor part, or the dado may be done 
away with and a suitable design painted 
extending half way up the curtain. Wo- 
men who cannot paint etch the design 
with washable silks. Another tasteful 
shade can be made of ecru linen, the sides 
simply hemstitched, and the bottom form- 
ed of a piece of bobinet of the same shade, 
embroidered by tambour or darning work. 
Well-twisted embroidery or saddler's silk- 
is best suited to tiiis purpose. A Vandyke 
border of the linen appliqued on the not, 
each point and the space between being 
finished with long tassels of white linen 
thread and strands of silk, adds to its ap- 
pearance. These shades cost very little 
and are really elegant in effect. 

Darned bobinet curtains are not new, 
hut are really very handsome anil very 
durable, The pattern may be darned in, 
or the work may he done with a crochet 
hook. The lace should be rather coarse 
and heavy, and linen thread used in its 
embellishment. 

A new idea for draperies of sash cur- 
tains is painted lace. For this work get 
lace of some floriated pattern, and paint 
the design with water and oil colors to 
suit the fancy. Outline the edges of the 
entire pattern with some strong color nr 
with metallic paint. The effect is ravish- 
ing, and will pay the time and labor be- 
stowed. * 

A favorite occupation is painting rib- 
bons, which are now so largely used in 
decoration. Mottos, more or less elabor- 
ated, are a favorite design. These ribbons 
are tied everywhere, in place ami out of 
place. The great danger is that a really 
pretty fancy will bo overdone, and thus 
fall into disfavor. 

A new lamp shade is formed of a pret- 
ty silk handkerchief, a hole being cut in 
its centre to tit the globe. Edge with light 
lace or with loops of daisy ribbon. A 
square of China silk nr of cambric may be 
used in place of the handkerchief.

It is only kindness and tenderness 
which will ever enable you to see what 
beauty there is in the dark eyoH that aro 
sunk with weeping, and in tho paleness 
of lbo.se iixed faces which the earth's ad- 
versity has compassed about, till thoy 
shine in their patience like dying watch- 
fires through twilight. 

To enjoy is, then, to act as much us 
possible with the greatest intensity, inde- 
pendence and liberty.

f six or seven breadths of twilled silk 
gathered to a velvel standing collar. '1 hoy 
are without sleeves, hut the front breadths 
are doubled from the foot up and the 
arms pass out bet ween the doubled fronts;

These cloaks are shown in brown, gray 
or navy blue silk, striped with hair lineH 
of ecru or red. and aro shirred into the 
velvet collar. Thin silks made waterproof 
are made up in this design for rain or dust 
cloaks. Other travelling cloaks of gray 
camel's hair or serge are made np with a 
much closer shape and are trimmed with 
three row-B of dull silver galloon. Dark, 
cross-barred homespuns in shades of ecru 
and brown are made up as ulster and 
travelling cap for use in ocean voyaging. 

The, tailors aro making coats for use in 
yachting and coaching of soft, loosely wo- 
ven woollens with herring- hone stripes 
like chuddah. These have loose fronts 
held by a hand or girdle fastened with a 
silver clasp, while the back is adjusted in 
long pleats, beginning at the collar. A 
capo, or hood is worn with these garments ; 
they aro made up in fawn color with heli- 
otrope silk facing, or in gray blue with 
dark navy blue silk. They reach to the 
heel and wholly protect, their garments 
underneath. 

Travelling dresses for summer journeys 
by rail or steamer are made of lustrous 
mohairs, either in shades of French gray 
or crray and white stripes, stripes of fawn 
and white, blue and white, or solid dark 
blue. .Some of these dresses are braided 
with picot braid in (lower patterns, while 
others have only stitching. Some of these 
mohair travelling gowns, made for Juno 
brides, have been trimmed w ith the many 
rows of narrow moire ribbon so popular 
just now. With them are worn little, 
close bonnets of gray straw, trimmed with 
Russian tulle and clusters of red carna- 
tions, forget-me-nots or bluettes. 

That cobwebby Indian silk fabric that 
used to be known years ago as "pineapple 
gauze" is reintroduced under the name of 
"sunshiny" and comes with the edge lined 
with five or six rows more closoly woven 
than the rest. This is torn off in length- 
wise stripes and serves, uilliemmed, for 
the flounces. A pretty black dress of this 
gauze had a full, plain skirt with the 
stripes running lengthwise about it. An- 
ther full skirl over it was draped a little, 
and in the back was a sash of the palest 
pink moire, the ribbon sixteen inches in 
width. The waist was laced up the back, 
and pointed both back and front, was half 
low in the neck and lined with folds of 
pale pink elope lisne; the sleeves wero un- 
titled and were filled at the arm-hold, held 
in at the elbow with five rows of narrow 
pink moire ribbon. 

Tho English girls are wearing frocks of 
white organdy and sheer mull, made with 
'voluminous draperies and all the edges 
hem-stitched. These frocks have big bish- 
ops' sleeves, which come down full nearly 
to the waist and held there by a band of 
ribbon, a full frill falling about tho waist. 
The nock is cut half low, with a wide frill 
of lace gathered on the edge and fulling 
downward, after the fashion of our moth- 
ers' "berthas." Around the throat Eng- 
lish girls wear with these dresses a light 
necklace of amber or gold beads or imita- 
tion pearls immediately beneath the chin. 
This, however, is only becoming to those 
who have very round, full throats that 
aro not too long.
